ROME, May 1.—(4)—Fascist 
Commander Marshal Rodolfo Gra- 
zviani announced the unconditional 
surrender tonight of his Ligurian 
army as New Zealand units linked 
up with Yugoslav forces near Tri- 
este at the head of the Adriatic 
sea and American units raced for 
the southern end of the Brenner 
Pass into Austria. ; 

Graziani told his troops in a 
broadcast that “the time has ar- 
rived when further resistance is 
useless and inhuman, and, as far 
as I am concerned, criminal.”

Patton Breaks 
Alpine Redoubt 


PARIS, Wednesday, May 2.—(UP)—Gen. Patton’s Third 
Army broke the northern face of the Nazi Alpine redoubt 
wide open yesterday in a 25-mile power drive that carried 


within 18 miles of the great communications center of Linz 
and within 40 miles of slicing off the redoubt forces from 


Czechoslovakia.

side. reached within nine miles of 
Innsbruck, entrance to the Brenner 
pass, and was only 96 miles from 
the Allies in Italy.

Close Shave

WEIMAR, Germany, May 1.— 


(P)—Two German civilians wete 
disclosed today to have stolen and 
hidden the bodies of Goethe and 
Schiller to foil a Nazi gauleiter’s 
plan to destroy the remains of 


Germany's two greatest literary 
figures. 

The civilians, a doctor of philos- 
ophy and a lawyer, turned the 
caskets over to American military 
government officers in Jena and 
the bodies will be returned and 
reinterred in shrines here, where 
both Goethe and Schiller were 
rn. 

“When American troops  ap- 
proached Weimar the Nazi gaulei- 
ter ordered the remains of Goethe 
and Schiller removed to Jena,” 
said Lt. Bruce Fessenden, of 
Washington, D. C. 

“They were hidden in an air 
raid bunker beneath a hospital 
there. After our troops took Wei- 
Mar and were nearing Jena the 
gauleiter told the SS chief to go 
and destroy the caskets to keep 
‘the American barbarians’ from 
finding them.” 

But the lawyer and the philoso- 
pher had taken the bodies of Go- 
ethe and Schiller themselves and 
hidden them among articles of 
household furniture in another 
air-raid shelter in Jena. 

One casket bore the nameplate 
“Schiller.” The other had no plate. 

Goethe, known as the “German 
Shakespeare,” is best known for 
his “Faust” and for two novels 
Werthers “Leiden” and Wilhelm 
Meister’s “Theatralische Sen- 
dung.”

Of Negro, 
Head Pleads 


In a rare move for the state’s 
chief prosecuting attorney, Attor- 
ney General T. Grady Head has 
asked the board of pardons and 


paroles to commute the death sen- 


tence of a Macon Negro, Sylvester 
Andrews. The sentence has been 
upheld twice by the United States 
supreme court, after going through 
the state courts. 

Head’s petition was bitterly de- 
nounced by Solicitor General 
Charles Garrett, of Bibb county, 
but was-hailed by D. L. Church- 
well, of Macon, the present de- 
fense attorney. 

Andrews was convicted three 
years ago of criminally assaulting 
a Negro woman. He was indicted 
for attacking or attempting to as- 
sault three white women, in a 
attacks that 
Swept over Macon at that time. 


Head said he did not believe 
Andrews was represented at his 
original trial by a capable attor- 
ney. (Andrews employed a wom- 
an lawyer, who was cited for con- 
tempt of court during the trial). 
Head said he also felt that An- 
drews was in reality given the 
death sentence for the accusation 
of attacking white women—for 
which he has never been tried— 
rather than the conviction for as- 
saulting the Negro woman. He ex- 
pressed the belief that a more 
skillful attorney might have won 
acquittal for the Negro. 


In lashing Head’s move, Solici- 
tor Garrett declared the attorney 
general had committed himself in 
his brief to the supreme court to 
the proposition that the prisoner 
had a fair trial and that his orig- 
inal counsel conducted his case 
with skill and fidelity. Taking is- 
sue with Head’s statement on the 
race issue, Garrett said he saw no 
reason why a Negro man should 
not die for attacking a Negro 
vroman. 

Miss Allene Hardin, of Macon, 
original attorney for Andrews, 
asked the board not only to com- 
mute the sentence, but to pardon 
Andrews. She agreed with the con. 
tention the Negro was not ca- 
pably represented, stating she did 
not feel herself sufficiently ex- 
perienced 
cases. 

Miss Hardin said she went 
through with the trial because she 
did not have sufficient time to 
find another lawyer. Churchwell 
observed this belief obviously was 
followed by the trial judge when 
he, in an unprecedented move, ap- 
pointed an attorney to aid Miss 
Hardin. The appointed attorney 
could not agree with Miss Hardin, 
and quit early | in the trial.

The Argentine Fight? 


A month ago the Red square at Moscow was 
snow-covered. Walking across it to the onion- 
towered church of St. Basil’s, one pulled one’s 

scarf closer and felt the wind burn the face. 

Walking toward the church, with snow drifted across its lawn 
and steps, one sees Lenin’s tomb on the right, a severely designed and 
chiseled mausoleum. Snow decorated the young fir trees, making 
their dark green look almost black in contrast with the white purity 
of the snow. Behind the tomb are the walls of the Kremlin, ancient 
and grim, their turrets speaking of history. 

No traffic moves across Red square. One may walk there, but 
no vehicles traverse it. It is for such occasions as when the Soviet 
Union celebrated the capture of Berlin with a gigantic parade of 
men, women, and steel in the form of planes, tanks and guns. Re- 
porte say the sound of the Kremlin’s guns were drowned out when 
Gen. Alexei Anotov finished his address. A massed people put ali 
it had into that shout. In it went all the misery of the time of 
Stalingrad and Leningrad. In it went all the trepidation at the 
time the Nazi guns could be heard in Moscow itself from their 
positions near the city. 

They liked the sound of their own guns. The first night there, 
a month ago, I was startled to hear the sound of guns and accom- 
panying rattle of the windows in the flat of the Associated Press’ 
Eddy Gilmore and his charming Russian wife, Tamara. 

We went outside. The guns continued with their salvos and 


with each star shell the heavens were lit with a myriad of stars_ 


and flaming red onion-shaped balls of fire. 
Because I want to make a point, I want also to 


Stalingrad say something of Stalingrad. I saw there people 
who were living in holes in the ground. They were similar to the 
“soddies” of our own pioneer days, especially in the settlement of 
Nebraska, where people dug holes, covered them over with timbers 
and earth, and lived in them. Russians were living in such holes, 
with the temperature 12 degrees below zero. They had lived there 
almost a year, too busy with war work to build anything for them- 
selves, which, after all, was fortunate because there was nothing 
with which to build. 

Snowed in at an airpert which had been cut off from the city 
for five days by snow, and which was lacking in food, they cheer- 
fully shared what they had with us. I ate when they did and know 
we had what they had. For dinner that first night we had a plate 
of soup, cold kraut, black bread and tea. For breakfast we had 
bread and tea. 

In France the suffering has been intense, especially in the cities 
where transportation lacks made supplies impossible during the 
recent winter. In Greece, in Haly and in other countries where

Naotaka Saito Is Grim...and Justifiably So 


Russia celebrated May Day with all the 
- Joy and fervor of victory. The Red banner 
floated over the Reichstag which Adolf 
Hitler had had burned to create fear of 
Russia and bring himself to power. 


In all Moscow there was just one grim, 
unsmiling, unhappy face. 


It belonged to Naotaka Saito, Japanese 
‘ambassador to Russia. American soldiers 
‘in Moscow go by and spit on the steps of 
his embassy as the Russian sentinel looks 
the other way. The children of his embassy 
staff play @lone in a wing of the Metropole 
hotel. The Japanese staff now eats in a 


> private dining room where once it ate in 


the public room. 


He stood there, seeing the river of sol- 
diers and steel flow across the Red Square. 
He heard the Russian chief of staff say 
that Russia had isolated Germany from 
every ally save one, Japan. On his desk in 
his embassy was a copy of Marshal Stalin’s 
order of the day, stressing the same“point. 
On his desk were reports saying Germany 
was finished; that the Allies were bomb- 
ing Japan daily; were invading Borneo and 
other islands. 


In happy Moscow, where delirious 
crowds greeted victory and spring, there 
was just one grim face. 


Borneo, Island of Rich Resource 


Borneo, 200 miles southwest of the Phil- 
ippines and third largest island in the 
world, has been invaded by Australian 
and, probably, American troops. Thus one 
more step is taken in the long and difficult 


job of ousting the Japanese from their 


territorial loot in the Pacific. 

Borneo is a rich land, in many products. 
Its chief value to the Allies, however, is 
that it produces oil in considerable quan- 
tities. It will be a severe blow to the Jap- 
anese war machine when Borneo oil is no 
longer available and, likewise, it will be of 
vital importance to the Allies, primarily 
because of its oil. 

With the British now recapturing the 
oil fields in Burma and with the coming 
recapture of those in Borneo, one of the 
great problems of the Pacific, the trans- 
port of ot], will be greatly eased. 


—— 


Borneo produces much coal, also val- 
uable in war. It is a country teeming with 
lush tropic growths and untold wealth be- 
low the suzface of the earth. Its resources 
have scarcely yet been tapped. 


The Australians, reported as heading 
the new invasion of Borneo, contributed 
much to the reconquest of New Guinea. 
The experiences they gained there will 
stand them in good stead in the new cam- 


paign. . 


We need not expect quick recapture of 
Borneo. It is too large, too rugged a place 
to be won save after long and difficult 
struggle. 


Yet, when it is retaken, its oil and coal 
and other products will make the cost well 
worth while. It will be a big step toward 
the final Pacific victory.

These Are the Men 
Who Dared and Lived 


Listen, you who have lived quiet, humdrum 
lives, you who have experienced your greatest 
thrill on golf course, football gridiron gor base- 

Listen, you whose closest shave with death came 
that time a truck nearly—not quite—sideswiped you on a curving 
mountain road. Lasten, you who have adventured only by proxy 
through the printed page. Here are the stories. of men who have 
dared everything on one throw of fate’s dice and have survived 
desperate deeds in which most of their comrades died. 

They are in Atlanta this week. Four of them, members of 
Britain’s Special Air Service, here to tell something of their share 
in this war. 

The Special Air Service? You never heard of it? Well, it was 
organized in 1941. Its job was to cut enemy communications, carry 
out sabotage, and generally disrupt and terrorize the enemy far 
behind his lines. 

SAS men work in small units, sometimes only one, two or three 
men, seldom more than 16. In the earlier days they carried all 
their needs on their backs, parachuting into enemy territory. Often 
they carried 60 or 70 pounds of supplies. Now, usually, they are 
supplied from the air after they have dropped. 

They operated in the various desert campaigns in Africa, fought 
in Sicily, Italy, Sardinia, the Mediterranean islands and Crete. They 
parachuted deep in enemy territory in France to prepare the way 
for the forces which were to come on D-Day. 


You older men may feel slightly jealous of 
these four comparatively young fellows, 
for the adventure they have crowded into their years. The four 
range in age from 24 to 31. 

There is Squadron Sgt. Maj. Duncan Tait, one of. seven sur- 
vivors of the original 65 who composed the SAS when it was first 
activated in August, 1941. 

His first job in the SAS was a parachute attack on enemy air- 
dromes in Africa. There were 11 men in the party when they were 
dropped in a high wind. Only two survived the landing. They 
blew up as much of the airdrome as they could and then tramped 
for three days and nights around the enemy flank until, by good 
fortune, they were picked up by a group of their own people. 

Then came a series of raids on Sirte, Brega, Gazala, Marble 
Arch, Fuka, Daba and Benghasi. More in Tunisia and the Medi- 
terranean islands. Then France, where Tait, one of a party of six, 
parachuted into the Argonne to contact the Maquis, to locate a 
dropping zone for larger parties to follow and to gather informa- 
tion about enemy movements. : 


Maj. W. M. Sadler is a native Londoner, 
only 24 years old. He joined the SAS 
in 1942. He has an impressive list of jobs he did. He began as a 
sort of “air taxi” operator, transporting parties of the SAS to their 
destinations and picking them up later. 

One time he was with the SAS in a raid in Tunisia. That was 
January, 1943. Sixteen of them had lost their way. They camped 
in a wadi to get some sleep. When Maj. Sadler awoke it was to 
see two Germans peering down at him. Maj. Sadler said, politely, 
“Good:afternoon.” The Germans replied just as politely and ran 
off—to get reinforcements. Only three of the 16 SAS men escaped, 
Maj. Sadler one of the three. They hid all day and walked at 
nights, walking 100 miles across the desert until they reached a 
French outpost and were sent on to join American forces at Gafsa. 

Regimental Sgt. Maj. Graham Rose is 25 years old. He 1s an- 
other of the seven survivors of the original 65 men of the SAS. 
Once, behind the German lines in a raid on the docks at Benghasi, 
Roce, with others, drove into the town in 
car, passed German sentries, was chased by the enemy, hid all day, 
achieved their objective the next night and finally escaped. They 

assed the sentries by telling them they were German pilots who 
tne been shot down behind the British lines. “We got away with it, 
too,” he comments, “although we were wearing British uniforms.” 

: - Maj. O. B. Rooney enlisted in the Scots 
Private to Major Guards in 1939 as a private. He was com- 
missioned in 1940. He joined the Commandos, then the SAS. He 
trained a new SAS squadron for the invasion of France. 

He, with two others, parachuted’ behind enemy lines in France 
on Aug. 24, 1944. His parachute was spiked on a pylon and he 
fell 30 feet, breaking his back. -He didn’t know the type of his 
injury. though, and operated for three weeks. It was only when 
he got back to England that X-ray examination revealed the ex- 
tent of his injury. 

They have many stories to tell, these four. I haven't mentioned 
their decorations, the medals they wear. You can only tell so much 
in a given space. 

But think, for a minute, of the adventures these young men 
have known and feel a touch of jealousy as you do.

Mussolini Met 
A Fitting End 


WASHINGTON.—It comes as a fitting end 

— for Benito Mussolini, the greatest exhibitionist 

~ of them all, that after being executed as a 

traitor by his own people his body should be exhibited in a sordid 
bier made ofethe muck of a Milan gutter. 


Starting life as a bum, Mussolini died like a bum. Stripped of 
all power and dependent entirely on Hitler for protection since his 
overthrow in July of 1943, he had, in fact, become the “tattered 
lackey” Prime Minister Churchill called him on an earlier day. 


The first of the modern totalitarian dictators, it was fitting, also, 
that he should be the first to fall and the first of the lot to die. 


For 20 years he went blustering up and down the European 
stage like a Clowning sawdust Caesar, threatening peaceful peoples, 
ignoring the League of Nations and invading helpless countries. 
Now fate has finally caught up with him. 


Contrast He suffers the ignominous end of being put to death 

as a traitor by his own people, and then having his 
body dumped into a public square at Milan, alongside that of the 
latest of his many mistresses, there to be trampled and spat upon 
by the very subjects he once ruled. How different was his death 
from that of one of his leading antagonists in the world scene— 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt—whose passing preceded that of the 
fallen Italian dictator by only a short time. Mr. Roosevelt came 
to his end peacefully from natural causes, leaving a heritage of 
reverence and veneration throughout the civilized world, with even. 
his enemies acknowledging his greatness. 


Mussolini died a death of horrible violence, reviled and hated 
even by his own people, while the world had accorded him the 
title of perhaps its No. 1 scoundrel. a 


It seems appropriate to point out in this connection, too, that, 
had the Duce followed the pleadings of the Jate American President, 
he and his people would have been spared the ignominy of their 
present plight. Mr. Roosevelt, it may be recalled, directed an 
urgent appeal to this would-be Caesar to keep Italy out of the war - 
that was engulfing Europe, hoping thus to narrow the scope of the 
conflict and prevent it from spreading throughout the world. Mus- 
solini, if memory serves correctly, did not do him the courtesy of 
making a reply. His answer was to stab prostrate France in the 
back. By that act he justified the highly descriptive title of “Jackal 


of Europe,” applied to him by Mr. Churchill. 

Pit The pity of the sorry spectacle of his passing is that Musso- 
Y lini was not a man without some good points. He gave 

his country Fascism and black-shirt-organized gangsterism, which 

in turn begat oppression, corruption and murder. But he also gave. 

to Italy a number of worth-while things. 


Taking over after the phony march on Rome in the early \’20s, 
he restored order in Italy, built schoolhouses and roads, put the 
railroads on an efficient basis, provided employment, and generally 
contributed to the welfare of the country. The people seemed to 
like his blustering, exhibitionist way of doing things. -Only when 
he began to plunge the nation into war against its former allies did 
the people show signs of revolt. Had Mussolini followed the course 
urged upon him by President Roosevelt and remained aloof from ~- 
the war of Hitler’s origin, he would have stood out today as. one 
of the leading figures in Europe, assured of a high place in history 
and secure in the affections of his people. He chose the opposite 
course, 


Because of that everlasting blunder, typical of his grotesque 
methods, he has died a death of unsurpassed shame. The world 
does not mourn his passing. It has been a subject of rejoicing, not 
only in foreign lands, but in his home country. The Italian people 
long ago became fed up on his clowning bravado, and it came as 
no surprise that they seized the first opportunity to condemn and 
execute him after he fell into their hands unprotected by Hitler's 
soldiers. | :

But Ar- 
gentina was seated. 

Russia fought the issue all the 
way through to the end. 

And, in so doing, she provided 
a very exciting day and a very 
striking contrast to the usual for- 
malities of international confer- 
ences. Ordinarily everything is 
settled in the back room. At open 
sessions you only get formal rati- 
fication, cut and dried. It would 
have been helpful if people all 
over the world could have sat in 
the galleries at the War Memorial 
building here and listened to that 
public debate started by Russian 
Foreign Commissar Molotov and 
participated in by representatives 
of several nations. 

It was most healthy for the fu- 
ture. 

Mr. Molotov seems to be learn- 
ing a thing or two—and quick— 
here in San Francisco, here in the 
atmosphere of American free 
speech and an American free press 
which, locally, seems to publish 
his picture more than anyone else 
and recites his coming and goings 
with such: abandon as is not pos- 
sible in his own country.

As it was, Mrs. John H. Towers, sponsor of 
the ship, could really enjoy herself yesterday, not only breaking the 
bottle, but speaking her christening words with great deliberation. 


Secretary of the Navy Forrestal told me that my husband had 
gone over the plans for this ship with the greatest interest, and 
I am sure that in his mind’s eye my husband saw it a completed 
ship. He had the faculty of reading blueprints and seeing a ship 
or a building as it would ultimately be—just as he could read a 
road map and actually recognize the lay of the land when we 
traveled through any part of the country. That faculty of visualizing 
what a thing really will look like once you have seen it on paper 
is, I believe, God-given and rarely acquired! 

The picture of that great ship, as the water was slowly let into 


the basin around her, has stayed in my mind. 


I am very sure that 


my husband would be proud and happy to have his name connected - 
with the Navy which he loved, and to feel that his ship will help 
win the war and keep the peace in the days to come. May God bless 


her and the men aboard her.

Making Less Meat Go Farther 


Is Challenge to Housewives 


By SALLY SAVER. 


Making less meat look like more 
is certainly America’s cooks No. 


1 problem right now. There is 
approximately 38 per cent less 
meat this year than last, and last 
year we talked a lot about 
“stretching” meat. To get the 
Satisfying meat flavor into our 
meals we must first be able to 
cook so it will be appetizing, any 
cut of meat or meat sundries we 
can find, and second, to stretch 
the meat we get into as many 
flavorful servings as _ possible. 
Vegetables, dumplings, spaghetti, 
macaroni, noodles or rice flavored 
with the meat are just about as 
satisfying to the appetite as the 
meat itself. So I am offering the 
folowing very effective meat- 
stretching main dishes: 
UPSIDE-DOWN MEAT MUFFINS 

3-4 pound ground beefjor ham 

1 tablespoon bacon fat or mar-, 
garine 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-8 teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons milk 


MUFFIN BATTER: 
2 cups flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
1-8 teaspoon salt 


p 
1-4 cup melted margarine or fat 


Add seasonings to meat and 
brown lightly in fat; add milk. 
Divide lightly browned meat into 
eight greased muffin pans.

WASHINGTON.—Last time, I 
said you have to get a certificate 
of eligibility from the Veterans’ 
Administration before you can go 
ahead with a loan. That’s under 
the GI bill loan plan. 

One reason is because there are 
so doggone many types of dis- 
charges issued by the several arm- 


ed forces that a layman couldn't 
be expected to be sure the ex- 
serviceman had the right kind to 
make him eligible. Besides, the ap- 
plication for a certificate gives the 


: 1 Veterans’ Administration a chance 


to take a gander at who the lender 
is—so the veteran will be protect- 
ed from possible gyp. artists or 
phony deats. 

After you’ve talked over your 
loan idea with some lending out- 
fit, you apply for an eligibility cer- 
tificate, like I said. And when you 
get that, the V. A. will name a 
property appraiser (for homes, 
generally tite local FHA represent- 
ative). The appraiser is supposed 
to get busy and report if the cost 
of the property is a “reasonable 
normal value.” 

Now here comes trouble, In cer- 
tain parts of the U. S.—maybe in 
many parts—prices of houses have 
become ridiculous. Perhaps you 
want a $4,000 house but the owner 
wants $6,500 for it. That might not 
be “reasonable normal value,” and 
the appraiser is likely to say so. 
If he does, you won’t get a guar- 
anteed loan to buy it. This doesn’t 
seem an unreasonable rule, -but 
there have been some squawks 
from veterans about it. Yet the 
fact that over 2,400 home loans al- 
ready have been guaranteed by 
the V. A., shows that the GI bill 
home loan plan does work for 
some vets. 


Anyway, if the property you 
have your mind on is of normal 
value, a “Loan Guarantee Certifi- 
cate’ will come back from the 
V. A., which means half of the 
loan is to be guaranteed—top guar- 
antee is $2,000. 


After all this procedure, you 
don’t seem to have gotten off the 
player’s bench, but really you’ve 
already got a man on first. The 
Veterans’ Administration is in 
reality furnishing collateral for 
half of the amount of your loan. 
This is supposed to be the persua- 
sive fact that will make the lender 
willing to put out his dough. Any- 
way they give extra protection to 
the lender. 


The interest rate charged on 
these guaranteed loans can’t ex- 
ceed 4%. Also, the interest on half 
of the loan the first year will be 
paid by the V. A. If John V. Doe 
(V for Veteran) borrows 4,000 
bucks, his interest the first year 
would be 4% of $4,000 or $160. 
But he’ll have to pay only half, of 
this the first year—$80. The V. A. 
will pay the other $80. 

All home loans must be repaid 
in a maximum of 20 years. 

You’re dealing with the govern- 
ment, veterans, whén you go after 
one of these GI bill’s loans: and 
the delays will bring back reminis- 
cences from the banked fires of 
service memories. Before you ac- 
tually get the loan, you may feel

The top limit here, 
for the V. A. full guarantee, is $2,- 
000—providing it doesn’t exceed 
20% of the entire cost of the home.

Police Launch Investigation 
Of Marietta Hospital Case 


By DAVID SNELL. 
MARIETTA, Ga., May 1.—A police investigation has been launched 
to determine who was responsible for substituting in the Marietta 


hospital a neutral chemical for morphine in injections designed to 


ease the pain of patients, it was disclosed today by Dr. Herbert 


Fowler, president of the hospital. 

Following the publication by 
The Constitution of a story telling 
how a prominent Mariettan suf- 
fered agony for two days in a hos- 
pital here because of the substitu- 
tion, a statement from the board 
of directors was released by Dr. 
Fowler. 

He said hospital authorities had 
reason to believe that this mor- 
phine substitution had been going 
on for a month or more. 

The statement follows: 

“Nothing has been brought for- 
ward to put the blame on any par- 
ticular individual. 

“Probably some of this substitu- 
tion has been taking place for a 
month or more. Every effort is 
being made by local authorities to 
apprehend the proper person.” 

Dr. Fowler said the directors 
had not requested any staff mem- 
ber to resign. A nurse resigned 
two weeks ago, he said, her resig- 
nation to become effective when 
the hospital was able to get a re- 
placement. The resignation be- 
came effective today when the hos- 
pital secured a new nurse, he 
added. 

The Constitution reported that a 


prominent Mariettan, ho was 
rushed to a hospital in Marietta 
after a heart attack on April 23, 
had come close to death because of 
the use of dummy morphine tab- 
lets in injection solutions. 

The friends of this patient were 
told April 24 that his chances of 
surviving were growing slimmer 
every minute he remained awake. 

rphine was being administered 
to relieve the pain and ,produce 
sleép, the friends and family were 
advised. A doctor, The Constitu- 
tion’s story related, suspected that 
the injections contained no mor. 
phine, and a chemical test dis 
closed this to be the case. 

Then, under this doctor’s super- 
vision, a solution known to con- 
tain morphine was injected, and 
sleep closed the pain-weary eyes 
of the patient. 

The patient is said now to be on 
the road to recovery. 

The question of what happened 
to the morphine that was to have 
been used in the injections brought 
agents of the Federal Narcotics _ 
Bureau to Marietta. They report- 
ed finding a small shortage of mor 
phine at the hospital. .
